During the day Clarence Chamber- 
lain, trans-Atlantic flyer, telegraphed 
President Roosevelt indorsing his 
course and criticizing detractors of 
his action. Brigadier General Mitch- 
ell, former assistant chief of the Unit- 
ed States air corps, also backed up 
the action and declared it would mean 
greater safety in transport flying.

Born of Union of Iron Horse, Plane 


PULLMAN, Ill, Feb. 12.—(#)— 


Another chapter in railroad history 
was begun today as a passenger train 
of tomorrow, the Union Pacific’s new 
110-mile-an-hour, lightweight, stream- 
lined three-car train was opened for 
inspection tn the yards of the Pull- 
man Car and Manufacturing Com- 
pany, where it was built.

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SILVER IN THE LIMELIGHT. 

The activity of the. bi-metalists 
In congress, climaxing in the de- 
mand that the silver content of the 
dollar be reduced in order that the 
price of the metal will be raised, 
has brought silver as a medium of 
currency more prominently in the 
limelight than at any time since the 
16-to-1 campaign of William Jen- 
nings Bryan. 

This new prominence has empha- 
sized the fact that, although silver 
is the base of currency of nations 
having a considerable part of the 
population of, the world, there is 
little definite knowledge of how 
much of the metal is in existence. 


It was estimated by the director 
of the United States mint in 1931 
that the silver coin of the world 
had a face value of more than 
$4.000,000,000. But little accurate 
information is to be had as to the 
bar silver in existence, but it is esti- 
mated that it runs between eleven 
and twelve billion ounces, most of 
this bullion being held in India. 

Since the discovery of America, 
the world has mined about 14 
times as much silver by weight as 
it has gold. Today about three- 
fourths of all silver being pro- 
duced comes from North America, 
with Mexico alone yielding more 
than half of the world’s annual out- 
put. Twenty-three per cent comes 
from the United States, 9 per cent 
from Canada and Peru each, 


furnish the remainder. 


[he larger part of the huge sup- 
ply of silver now existing has been 
mined since 1889, largely because 
of new mining methods and be- 
cause it is, in most instances, pro-

Is War 
Coming? 

A distinguished Hungarian journal- 
ist whom I met by chance on the 
train the other day, told me that he 
was on his way to the far east, via 
the United States, and that he hoped 
to arrive in Manchuria somewhere 
around the first of May, the month 
in which, so he said, war-like actions 


are expected in the orient. The fire 
will start in Manchuria, he said, but 
it will spread rapidly to Europe and 
involve every nation. Everything is 
set in central Europe for a big bust- 


up. 

That everything is set is not doubt- 
ful. My recent journey through the 
Balkans, Italy, Austria and Hungary, 
as well as Switzerland, showed me 
that Europe is nothing less than an 
armed — One day I spent count- 
ing the soldiers I met, outside of 
those in marching columns on_ the 
roads, and I came to the conclusion 
that out of every 10 persons I saw 
that day, seven wore a military uni- 
form. So as far as expecting war, 
they must indeed be expecting it. This 
doesn’t take away that when and if 
war actually breaks out, the states- 
men will assure us most solemnly that 
they have been taken by surprise. 

Personally I don’t believe Europe 
will have war in the spring of this 
year. The forces and factors operat- 
ing in that direction are not ready by 
that time. Of course, on the other 
hand, the Hungarian colleague may be 
right about the far east. The sit- 
uation there is grave and tense. And 
Japanese military leaders know full 
well that every month of peace 
strengthens the soviet union immeas- 
urably, so if they really want to 
launch that attack on Russia, they 
had better hurry up—speaking from 
their point of view, of course. From 
a sensible point of view, though, it’s 
another question. 

I am convinced Japan will be licked 
to a frazzle. I don’t believe in Japa- 
nese military superiority. That's 
merely a myth. The Japanese never 
fought a modern army yet, but dealt 
only with Chinese irregulars and help- 
less Manchurian and Korean peas- 
ants, And then I don’t see what the 
Japanese masses will gain by war. 
Munition barons might profit. The 
people only get misery and more of it.

WRONG MAN? WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—Smart, unprejudiced 
‘ lawyers believe the senate is picking on the 
wrong man in the MacCracken case. 

They say there is hardly a chance in a hundred that Lawyer 
MacCracken will be convicted, the way things are going now. He 
has certain wide open legal loopholes and has employed the world’s 
greatest loophole attorney, Frank Hogan, to defend him. Hogan 
once got Colonel Robert Stewart, of Standard Oil, out of a much 
apron vc jam through a legal hole no bigger than the eye of 
a needle, 

Insiders in the case believe MacCracken and Hogan have fig- 
ured out an impregnable defense, based on the idea that MacCrack- 
en’s papers were not his, but his clients; that MacCracken was 
bound as a lawyer to give the papers back to his clients. 

That explains why MacCracken and Hogan have been so willing 
to take the limelight in the case, demanding that MacCracken be 
arrested and all that. 


CHANCES The senate may have a much better-technical case if 
it proceeds against one of MacCracken’s clients who 
destroyed evidence, 

Courts are strict about such matters. Such a client could not 
claim the immunity of an attorney. Also, it might be difficult for 
him to prove legal justification. He has no such loopholes as 
MacCracken. 

The senate seems to miss the late Senator Tom Walsh. He 
handled all contempt cases for the senate during the past 20 years. 
He favored turning such cases over to the district attorney without 
so much fuss. 


GAME Politicians all agree privately that the senate is not pri- 
marily after MacCracken or his clients. The real possum 
they want to tree is ex-Postmaster General Walter Brown. 

Postmaster General Farley has been growling about Brown since 
March 4. When Farley moved into Brown’s office, he found Brown 
had left the political cupboard bare. 

Brown had even arranged so that his own and Mr. Hoover’s 
names were chiseled on the corner stones of postoffices not then 
built. Farley had the names chiseled off. The papers burned in 
the furnace were civil service records which the democrats could 
have used to throw republicans out of office for cause. Their de- 
struction prevented Farley from firing possibly 100 republican post- 
masters before their terms expired. 

Brown also let all the air mail contracts he could, intending to 
leave none for Farley. Congress put a stop to that by passing a law 
preventing Brown from doing anything except extending old air 
mail lines. Thereupon Brown extended every line he possibly could. 
Farley set out immediately to cancel those extensions. 

That situation is what appears to be at the bottom of the cur- 
rent turmoil. 


POLITICIANS Brown is a clever politician. He has spent a life- 
time learning to be one. He made no secret of 

the fact that he favored the large established air lines. He openly 
asserted it was better to pay them a little more to carry the mails 
than to trust the little independents. He handed: out the gravy 
with a big ladle. 

The air mail industry sprang up under republican administrations. 
It hired republican attorneys, like Mabel Walker Willebrandt, “Wild 
Bill’? Donovan and MacCracken. You will probably not even find an 
office boy in that whole industry who is a democrat. 

Therefore the current expose will be entirely at republican ex- 
pense. 

Farley is also a clever politician. 


SLIP There was a slip ’twixt the cup and the lip on this stock 
market legislation. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s Dickinson committee had recommended mod- 
eration in regulating the exchange. The highest Wall Streeters 
thought they had been promised privately a 100-word bill merely 
licensing them. The exchange accepted the Dickinson ideas. A 
majority of the senate committee was apparently wililng to go along. 

Then suddenly a new bill was proposed which had fangs instead 
of teeth in it. No one is supposed to know where the bill came 
from. Mr. Roosevelt said he never saw it. 


POSSIBILITIES One of two things may have happened. Mr. 
Roosevelt may not have liked the reaction to 


the Dickinson report. He may have decided a stronger bill was 
necessary, and screened his maneuver by entrusting the matter to 
Prosecutor Pecora, 

The other possibility is that the ultra-reformers swung Pecora 
around and put Mr. Roosevelt on the spot by offering a bill con- 
trary to his wishes. 

There is also a chance that Mr. Roosevelt submitted both sides 
of the question and now is going to let congress fight it out. If that 
is the case, there may be no legislation at all.

BUDGET REDUCTIONS

Slashes Must Come Before 
New Taxes Are Consider- 
ed, Say Solons.

A movement was launched in the

Norman Thomas Finds Good, Bad 
In U.S. Conditions Under New Deal 


By HUNT CLEMENT JR. 

What does Norman Thomas, titular 
head and presiding genius of the so- 
cialist party, think of the Roosevelt 
administration? 

That it is “performing a surgical 
operation on the stored-up fat of cap- 
italism and distributing it where it 
thinks it will do the most good ;” that 
“all it has done is to remove the bit- 
terest sting from poverty;” that it 
“has not found an answer” and has 
no workable plan. 

Distinguished, fascinating, earnest, 
Mr. Thomas delivered an address on 
“The Aims of Socialism,” at the Wes- 
ley Memorial church Monday night 
before a large audience which he 
himself described as “representative 
of all the racial groups” in Atlanta. 
He appeared under the auspices of 
the Atlanta League for Industrial 
Democracy. His ‘hearers paid him 
the greatest tribute any audience can 
pay to a speaker, by listening to him 
attentively without once interrupting 
to applaud. 

Mr. Thomas conceded at the outset 
that conditions are improved over a 
year ago. He eonfessed that Presi- 
dent Ttoosevelt had demonstrated 
courage, patience, . and physical 
strength that he had not looked for. 
“As a people.” he said, “we give more 
evidence of being willing to at least 
kick our feet before we drown.” 

Relief Brings Improvement. 

On the other hand, he declared that 
it is not initiative on the part of the 
people, or a solution of economic 
problems, that has brought about im- 
provement, but federal relief. “What 
is keeping the country ‘together,’ he 
said, “is the fact that 22,000,000 
people were on relief rolls last De- 
cember.” 

“Farmers are better off than in 
1932, when they had nothing, as a re- 
sult of a tax on the consumers of farm 
products, one of the most curious de- 
vices in all history. Industry is some- 
what better: but there are still 10,- 
000,000 unemployed. The NRA has 
lost momentum. Henry Ford patted 
the Blue Eagle on the head the other 
day; and when the Blue Eagle be- 
comes Henry’s canary,” said 
Thomas, “you had better watch out.” 
Big employers like the codes, he said, 
because they have learned that they 
can fix prices. 

“There is an effort now to provide 
a planned economy under capitalism. 
That effort,” Mr. Thomas asserted, 
“will fail, and must fail; for the rea- 
son that the philosophy of the profit 
motive denies the necessity for plan-

Profit does not result from eco- 


ning. 
planning, but from specula- 


nomic 
tion.” . 

The socialists, he said, “are out for 
a revolutionary new society,” in which 
the country’s natural resources, the 
mines, the great steel mills, the pub- 
lie utilities, shall be used for the bene- 
fit of the people and not for private 
profit. The primary aims of social- 
ism he gave as these: (1) Tie. vision 
of the co-operative commonwealth, in 
which the peoples of all the world 
strive for peace and plenty and leis- 
ure, and (2) the willingness to or- 
ganize and unite, among all creeds 
and races, in finding a plan to bring 
these aims into being. 

“Now,” he said, “we have a sys- 
tem that preys upon those who toil. 
We ought to have learned that unless 
we share abundance we cannot con- 
tinue to produce abundance. We 
plow up cotton because we cannot 
afford to wear the products of cot- 
ton.” 

Lauds Action on Mail Lines. 

Mr. Thomas used the postoffice de 
partment’s abrogation of air mail con- 
tracts as an example of “our crazy 
system.” ‘Despite Colonel Lind- 
bergh’s telegram,” he said, “I think 
the government did the right thing 
to’ abrogate the contracts. I only 
hope the postmaster-general doesn’t 
just want his own companies instead 
of a former postmaster-general’s com- 
panies to have them. I am sorry the 
air mail ever was turned over ta 
private industry. The government's 
pilots conquered the air, did the pice 
neering, and then turned a soft thing 
over to private profit.” 

Socialists. had they been in pow- 
er last March, said Mr. Thomas, 
would have socialized the banks. 
“They could have _ been socialized. 
easily. When the banks were falling 
in the lap of the government why 
should they have been fixed up and 
handed back te bankers to try all 
over again?” 

The socialist progam, he _ said, 
would impose higher income taxes: 
much higher inheritance taxes, and 
the capital levy. As for the capital 
levy, which proposes that all capital 
e progressively taxed, he asserted that 
if America refused the principle of 
the capital levy, in another 10 years 
the country would come to confisea- 
tion, by piecemeal; “run away infla- 
tion. or collapse.” 

Mr. Thomas addressed a group of 
white and negro students of Atlanta 
colleges Monday afternoon in the li- 
brary of Atlanta University. His sub- 
ject was improvement of relations be-

Powell said 
that when he kept the appointment, 
he was made a prisoner in his own 
automobile, and after riding  blind- 
folder for about 25 minutes he was 
taken into a garage where he was 
forced to write three notes, one to a 
newspaperman and two to his father. 

The kidnapers told him, Powell 
said, that if the newspaperman woul@ 
consent to act as intermediary, he 
was to broadcast the message, “All 
right, Tom,” from a local radio sta- 
tion. The code word of the kidnapers 
was to be “H-2,” Powell said. After 
leaving the garage, the kidnapers 
rode him for some distance, stopping 
on Pryor road near Lakewood park, 
where, they said, they were to meet 
a third member of the band, Powell 
told police, 

Pair Argue, then Flee. 

When a police car passed near by, 
the two men got into an argument as 
to whether they should leave, which 
resulted in both of them fleeing, Pow- 
ell said. Both of the men appeared 
to be partially intoxicated, he said. 

Judge Powell said .that the man 
who called him talked like a drunk 
man and an ignorant man. The man 
told him of the kidnaping and said 
that $10,000 would be asked for the 
return of young Powell, Judge Pow- 
ell said. 

One plate of teeth taken from 
young Powell’s mouth when he com- 
plained that the gag caused his false 
teeth to hurt him was found in the 
car on a search of the machine, but 
the other plate still is missing, Judge 
Powell said.

Kennedy Rational at Time 
Of Accusation, Says Nurse 


GREENWOOD, Miss., Feb. 12,— 
(?)—The nurse who attended Dr. 
John Preston Kennedy, Greenwood 
surgeon, during his strange fatal ill- 
néss ‘in a Jackson hospital last sum- 
mer, testified today in the murder 
trial of Dr. Sarah Ruth Dean.: that 
he was “rational” on the night he 
made a. dying. declaration to his 
brothers charging Dr. Dean with giv- 
ing him a poisoned whisky highball. 

Miss Artie Mae Cates, night nurse, 
gave the testimony as a state vit- 
ness this afternoon- after most of the 
day had been consumed in conferences 
between state and defense counsel, 
who reached an agreement to “swap 
looks” at their respective evidence. 
The defense agreed’ to allow the pros- 
ecutors to read 145 love letters from 
Dr. Kennedy to Dr. Dean, which are 
being held for introduction. In ex- 
change for a chance to scan the state’s 
records of the hospital dealing. with 
Kennedy’s last illness. 

The defense previously had been 


denied the right to see the hospital 
records under Mississippi's privileged 
communication statute. and although 
the state today identified the records 
in.court as authentic documents, Pre- 
siding Judge S. F. Davis reserved a 
ruling on whether the privileged com- 
munication law would allow them te 
be placed in full before the jury. 

During the lengthy recesses in 
which the state scanned the Kennedy 
love letters and Dr. Dean and her 
attorney went carefully over the 
pital charts in private rooms off the 
courtroom, Judge Davis thumbed a 
copy of a well-known comic cartoon 
magazine, occasionally chuckling 
aloud, while the packed courtroom 
waited more or less patiently. The 
trial entered its third week today. 

Miss Cates testified while holding in 
her hand 45 pages of hospital records 
touching on Kennedy’s stay there. 
They were labeled with Dr. Kennedy's 
and the notation “mercury poison- 
ing.” 


Greetings Sent by Roosevelt j 
As Citizenship Meeting Opens 


All of the purposes enumerated in’ 


the preamble of the constitution of 
the United States may be attained 
by means of fair play or a square 
deal, Dresident Franklin D. Roose- 
velt said Monday night in a letter of 
greeting to the seventh annual ses- 
sion of the Emory institute of citi- 
zenship as the institute opened its 
new deal program with Dr. Stuart 
Rice, assistant director of the census 
bureau, as the principal speaker. 

The undoubted drift toward § eco- 
nomic natignalism should be regarded 
as temporary. because social evolu- 
tion. as the sociologist sees it, has 
carried mankind beyond the point at 
which major sovial problems can find 
permanent solutions within restricted 
national bougdaries, Dr. Rice told the 
assembly at G'enn Memorial church. 

In expressing hepe that “more in- 
stitutes similar to yours will be or- 
ganized throughout the land.” Presi- 
dent Rovusevelt said in his letter to 
Dr. Cullen G. Gosnell. director of the 
institute. that “changes in our po- 
litieal, social and economic life oc- 
cur from year to year. 

New Problems Created. 

“Such changes create new problems 
for which a solution must be found,” 
President Rooseveit said. “College 
graduates. and others who attend in- 


stitutes of the kind that‘you are hold- |‘ 


ing can, by free and open «discussion, 
help formulate a solution,

Planned Control Urged. 

Dr. Rice recommended more ade- 
quate measures of planned control to 
make for a better balanced economic 
system. He presented a contrasting 
picture between the meaning of re- 
covery and the program of President 
Roosevelt, and said that “recovery 
means a restoration of prosperity, or 
the state of economic life before the 
depression.” 

“It was the very pre-1919 economic 
‘prosperity,’ for whose restoration we 


| yearned, that produced, or led to, the 


depression,” Dr. Rice said. “It is 
the exponents of the new deal who 
seek permanent recovery, who seek ta 
lay the foundations of continuing eco- 
nomic stability. They wish to insti- 
tute such changes in social organiza- 
tion as will permanently prevent a 
repetition of the tortures of the last 
four years. . 

“Some of these hold—among them 
myself—that a failure of the new deal 
would not merely make inevitable an- 
other depression following upon the 
heels of recovery and prosperity; that. 
it would threaten the very capacity 
of our social order to survive the next 
downswing after the completion of tha 
upturn in which we are now par- 
ticipating.” 

Reorganization Needed, 

_ Both recovery and social reorganiza- 
tion are needed, but both are unob- 
tainable in full measure simultaneous- 
ly, said Dr. Rice. The nation can- 
not continue drifting ; it cannot endure 
half-planned and half-manipulated .on 
the one hand; and half responsive to 
a laissez faire philosophy on the other 
hand, he said. “Since a whole-hearted 
return to laissez faire is unthinkable. 
we must press on to more adequate 
measures of planned control.” : 

He replied to an attack—on. ‘the 
Roosevelt administration by Ogden 1. 
Mills, former secretary of the treas- 
ury, saying that “Alas! The hard- 
headed master of finance has become a 
dreamy purveyor of pleasing but un- 
realistic fantasies. Each individual 
the master of his economic difficul- 
ties? Forsooth! Tell that one to the 
unemployed architect, or engineer, the 
industrious and crop-burdened farmer, 
the horny-handed employes of giant 
corporations !”

Red Flag.

A spokesman for the newly formed 
“political truce” government of Pre- 
mier Gaston Doumergue called the vio- 
lence negligible. 

Nearly 400 persons were arrested 
in the environs of Paris. They were 
mainly pickets or bands of strikers 
who built street barricades, from be- 
hind which they attempted to stone 
police. 

The most serious clash was at Bou- 
logne, a suburb, where a man fired 
at police from a window. Five hun- 
dred communists who barricaded the 
main street were dispersed after re- 
inforcements arrived. 

_ Clashes between communists and po- 
lice, resulting in minor injuries to 
scores, took place in the suburban 
towns or Ivry, Levallois, Gentilly and 
Asnieres. 

The strike, scheduled to end at mid- 
night tonight. was described by the 
French Federation of Labor, its spon- 
sor, as “a first warning to enemies 
of the republic’’ and an answer to 
“fascist and Hiterlite reactionary dem- 
onstrations February 6.” 


MADRID, BILBAO STRIKES 
RESULT IN VIOLENCE 
MADRID, Feb. 12.—(UP)—Seri- 
ous strikes here and in Bilbao, north- 
ern seaport, tonight resulted in vio- 
lence in which several were injured. 
Unrest spread throughout the coun- 


The strikes involved 30,000 con- 
struction workers in Madrid. Storm 
police with rifles patrolled the capi- 
tal’s streets, maintaining order. 

In Bilbao six were injured when 
police fired on strikers attempting to 
rip out street car rails and block 
traffic. Reports received here said 
the strike of communists there was 
about 20 per cent effective. 

The first trouble broke out in Bil- 
bao shortly after noon. Bands of 
strikers stoned street cars and smash- 
ed windows in stores along the main 
thoroughfares. The strike extended as 
the day advanced, and only bars, tav- 


cars were operated with police pro- 
tection, 

The civil guards fired into the air 
in dispersing 100 strikers attempting 
the. railway station at

Bad bidding is responsible indirect- 
ly for some of the most brilliant plays 
at bridge because through incorrect 
calls a player is very likely to find 
himself saddled with an apparently 
unmakable contract or one that can 
be fulfilled only by favorable distri- 
bution or by plays which border on 
the miraculous. 

One of the most dangerous bids 
in contract is a force on a short suit 
that is higher ranking than the suits 
previously bid. When a forcing bid 
is made on two or three hearts or 
spades headed by the ace, after the 
partners have previously bid the mi- 
nor suits, it requires several rounds 
of bidding ordinarily to convey the 
message to the partner that the bid 
was made for forcing purposes and 
was not meant to be a serious offer 
to play the hand at that contract. 
Albert H. Morehead, one of 
the brilliant younger players of Ner 
York, likes to tell the story of a 
slam contract which was reached by 
him and a partner through a com- 
plete misunderstanding by Mr. More- 
head of his partner’s forcing takeout 
in a higher ranking suit after clubs 
and diamonds had been bid in the or- 
der named.

~ Just how good can a southpaw expect to be in the ring? 

And the answer is clouded in doubt. There has 
never been a heavyweight champion who was a south- 
paw hitter. The southpaws, as a breed, are viewed with 
suspicion and downright hostility by the fighters in the 
game. Their unorthodox style, right foot and arm for- 
ward, instead of the left, makes them difficult to box 
even though they may be inferior in ability. 

One must go back to the old days in England to find a 
left-handed heavyweight champion. Bold Bendigo, the charac- 
ter about which a novel was written some years ago, won the 
English chanipionship about 100 years ago. Since his time no 
heavyweight has come along to blast his way near the top with 
his left paw. o 
The middleweight ranks have supplied three. Geor- 
gia may have the distinction, should Knight win the 
title at some future date, of supplying two southpaw 
champions. The late Tiger Flowers, the Georgia Dea- 
con, was rated as a southpaw, although the Deacon 
could box from either side. Johnny Wilson and Al 

McCoy, other middleweight titleholders, were also

THREE YEARS—THREE YARDS. 

Yost believes that Ivan Williamson, the former Michigan 
end who goes to Yale as freshman football coach, was prob- 
ably the best defensive end Michigan ever had. 

“In three years of end play for Michigan,. William- 
son had a net gain of three yards registered around his 
end. I doubt if any other end ever had such an aver- 
age in the modern game.”’ 

And it is unlikely. Because three yards in three years means 
the opponents had a net gain average of one yard around Wil- 
liamson’s end. Which isn’t very much. 
bered. that this is the net figure. But even so it stands out as 
some of the most remarkable end play in the history of the 
game. 

“Flop” Flora,.who played with Benny Oosterbaan 
at Michigan, had a net gain of less than 10 yards around 
his end in three years of play. Oosterbaan was essen- 
tially an offensive end. 

The only record comparable with this is the one left by 
the late Frank Hinkey,.of Yale. He played in the old days of 
the flying wedge. He weighed 153 pounds. 

And the story is that there was never a gain reg- 
istered at his end in four years of play. 

And once Harvard threatened to break off football rela- 
tions with Yalé because the 153-pound Hinkey was too vicious 
in his play.

Quinn, from his sick-bed at Boston, 
denied that Carey was to be ousted. 

“Nothing to it at all,” the general 
manager declared. “Carey signed a 
manager's contract that’ will hold 
through the entire 1934 season. I 
talked with him only a week ago and 
I am sure he knows just how he fits 
with the Brooklyn club.” 

From the variety of reports, some 
of them almost as confusing as the 
daffy Dodgers’ base-running has been 
at times, the following facts and ru- 
mors were gleaned as indicating the 
probability of a managerial change: 

1. That Carey has a contract which 
would permit the club to release him 
on 10 days’ notice. 

2. That Max was not consulted on 
the signing of McManus as a player 
nor on several other winter deals, 
both proposed and consummated.

3. That Carey is making plenty of 
potatoes as the executive of a rub- 
bing oil concern and is not overly 
anxious to continue as manager under 
limited authority. 

4. That Quinn will have charge of 
the training camp, an unprecedented 
condition. 

5. That Quinn is a great admirer 
of McManus, who he got from De- 
troit while he owned the Red Sox and 
later made manager. 

6. That some drastic change must 
be made to satisfy disgruntled fans 
and since no player deals strengthen- 
ing the club were made the manager's 
head must fall. 

we That either Stengel or McManus 
would sign for less than Carey's re- 
ported $15,000 salary, a saving to a 
depleted treasury. 

CAREY SIGNED. 

_Carey, former star Pittsburgh out- 
fielder and later with Brooklyn as 
player and coach, was signed as man- 
ager at the close of the 1931 season 
when Wilbert Robinson, the Dodgers’ 
boss for 17 years, was finally un- 
horsed. 

_ He led the Dodgers to a third place 
in 1932 but they dropped down to 
sixth last season, with a correspond- 
ing loss of patronage. 

Stengel, also a former outfielder 
with Pittsburgh, Philadelphia, New 
York and Brooklyn, was engaged by 
Carey as coach in 1932 and is a fa- 
miliar and popular figure on the 
coaching lines. 

McManus, after starring for sev- 
eral years at second base with the St. 
Louis Browns, was traded to Detroit 
in 1929 and four years later went te 
Boston.

“Pup” Phillips was Decatur’s con- 
tribution to Georgia Tech’s great foot- 
ball team of '17. And if that neigh- 
boring municipality never turns out 
another football player for Georgia 
Tech, it will have done handsomely 
by the well-known institution at the 
Flats. 

Tech has had some great backfield 
men, some great tackles, ends and 
guards. The great centers have not 
come in such abundance, but Tech will 
match its Peter Pund and its Pup 
Phillips against any of the snapper- 
backs that the south has produced. 

This does not imply that there have 
not been other good pivot men at the 
Flats. There were ig ee but brilliant 
performers like Al Loeb and Monk 
Neblett. And there were Owen Pool, 
Claire Frye and a few others that 
will be remembered. 

“PUP” RATES TOP. 

But when the boys start discussing 
Tech’s standout centers since 1915, 
they invariably hand the palm to 
Phillips, who flipped the ball back 
for Strupper, Guyon, Harlan, Hill, 
Barron, Flowers, et al, and Pund, who 
handled the center assignment so no- 
bly for the great 1928 team. 

“Pup” Phillips played one year of 
prep football—as a fullback at the old 
Donald Frazier school in Decatur. 
Then he moved in just seven miles to 
Atlanta to enter Georgia Tech and in- 
augurate a great career as a lineman. 

Phillips, an amiadle, ambitious 
young man with a mop of black, curly 
hair, entered Georgia Tech as a sub- 
freshman in 1914, but did not play 
football that year due to an ankle 
injury. It took all of that year for 
the ankle to knit back and meanwhile 
he could only stand around and envy 
the others who did the playing. 

In 1915, he was listed with the 
squad of linemen who reported to 
Coach Heisman and Assistant Coach 
Alexander and was assigned to a 
tackle position, although his only ex- 
perience had been as a fullback. 


SHIFTED TO CENTER. 

The assignment, however, was a 
short-lived one. Tech needed a cen- 
ter badly and there was the big, ac- 
tive Phillips, weighing 185 pounds 
stripped and quick as a cat on his 
feet. So Messrs. Heisman and Alex- 
ander decided that he was a center 
after he had played only one game as 
a tackle and from then on, “Pup” 
had charge of that important position. 

That was a lucky day for “Pup” and 
Georgia Tech, too—the day that the 
coaches watched his movements in 
practice and decided that he was born 
to be a center. He made good on 
their prediction right off, too, arising 


to a place of eminence in the squth-, 


ern sun. He was good enough to 
make the team in 1915 as a regular, 
and in 1916, he made 23 All-South- 
erns. In 1917, Walter Camp picked 
him on his second team. 

“Pup” had some competition, too, 
for those honors, There were sev- 
eral good centers in the south at that 
time. There were Pierotti, of Wash- 
ington and Lee; Germany, of Geor- 
gia; Cato, of Auburn, and Tandy, of 
North Carolina University. Tandy 
was a fine drop kicker, also, and he 
and Phillips had a great race for All- 
Southern honors in 1916, “Pup” beat- 
ing him out by a few votes. 


PIEROTTI BEST. 

“Pierotti was the best centef I ever 
played against,” Phillips recalled in 
discussing his rivals at that position. 

“He weighed 205 pounds and was as 
powerful as an ox. He and I had 
some great battles. In 1916, some 
of the W. & L. followers were betting 
that I wouldn’t last a half against 
Pierotti. And he did give me an aw- 
ful pounding for the first two periods, 
but in the last half, Canty Alexan- 
der and Bob Lang, who were playing 
the guards that day, began helping 
me to take care of him, This was 
easy, since I played a roving center 
and the guards could get in there and 
battle with Pierotti. The result was 
that I played the whole game and 
Pierotti had to be taken out. But he 
was a terror while he was in there.” 

Phillips also rated Gormany of 
Georgia, and Caton, of Auburn, who 
died later, very highly. 

“Pup” was the hub of a magnifi- 
cent Jine in 1917. Cy Bell and Ray 
Ullrich played the ends; Bill Fincher 
and Big Six Carpenter the tackles; 
Ham Dowling and Homer Welchel. the 
guards. Behind them ran the brilliant 
backfield of Albert Hill, Everett 
Strupper, Joe Guyon and Judy Har- 


lan. 
WON ’EM ALL.

“I got my biggest thrill out of 
playing against Pennsylvania. Everett 
Strupper had a big day that day, 
rurning for three touchdowns. He 
traveled 75 yards for the first on the 
third play of the game. And he was 
playing with an injured arm.” 
Strupper, it may be recalled, was 
hurt in an automobile turnover the 
morning of the game while going to 
the station to meet the future Mrs. 
Strupper. There were extras out that 


he would not play. But he did and 


how ! 

Phillips says, incidentally, that the 
Cumberland game of 1916, which 
Tech won by the mountainous and 
oft-quoted total of 222-0, was the 
hardest game of football that he ever 
played, despite the ease and abandon 
with which Tech scored. 

TOO MUCH WORK. 

“That was just the trouble—scor- 
ing.” Pup recalled. “Almost every 
play that we ran went for a touch- 
down and I almost ran my tongue 


“Pup” Phillips himself scored 
three touchdowns in that game. He 
also holds the record of touchdowns 
scored by a center at Tech, having 
compiled eight during his playing ca- 
reer. Two of thes® were on blocked 
kicks. two on intercepted passes 
and four on recover.d fumbles. He 
was a fast, alert center and his rov- 
ing game enabled him to intercept a 
lot of wayward passes. 

The funniest incident that Phillips 
recails during his career was the Au- 
burn game of 1916. which Tech won 
by the score of 33-7. At the start of 
the second half, Auburn kicked off 
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‘PUP’ PHILLIPS. 


and the ball rolled down to within a 
foot of Tech’s goal line. Players of 
both teams stood around, debating 
whether it was a free ball or not, 
and while they were arguing, a big 
Auburn tackle picked it up and step- 
ped over thé line with it. The officials 
ruled it a touchdown. 

That made the Tech team mad and 
they got busy and scored five touch- 


downs. 
GOES TO WAR. 

The season of °17 was Phillips’ 
third at Tech. He did not return for 
the 1918 season, serving that year in 
the army, but came back in 1919 to 
play with a new set of stars that 
found “Red” Barron, Buck Flowers, 
Judy Harlan and Jack McDonough 
playing in the backfield. ‘“‘Pup”’ was 
captain of the 1919 aggregation, 

Following the close of his career, 
“Pup” coached two seasons at the 
University School for Boys in Atlan- 
ta and won two state prep titles. 
There he had some good players, 
among them Frank Speer, who later 
became an All-American tackle at 
Tech in 1928. 


He gave up coaching to enter the 
insurance field and now works with 
his old teammate, Everett Strupper, 
for Harry Davis’ Massachusetts Mu- 
tual agency in Atlanta. He started 
officiating several years ago and gets 
plenty of work in the leading southern 
games. 

While he considers Tech’s great °17 
team one of the greatest, “Pup” also 
rates Coach Alexander’s 1920 and 
1928 teams very highly. He is not 
sure of his pick for the outstanding 
Tech halfback, but thinks little Buck 
Flowers mighty hard to beat for that 
role. He also liked Red _ Barron, 
Strupper and Joe Guyon for their 
brilliance. Barron and Strupper were 
great runners, and Guyon a great 
blocker, but for all-round perform- 
ance at passing, running and kick- 
ing, he hands the palm to little Buck. 

“Pup” Phillips’ parents moved to 
Decatur when he was 6 years old. 
And he still calls that city his home.

COMPANY UNION GROUP 
MAY Vie WITH A. F.. L.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—Record 
another move in the conflict between 
trade unions and company unions, 
which became acute following enact- 
ment of the national industrial recov- 
ery act. 


This is a plan, now well worked 
out on paper, for a national federa- 
tion or association of company un- 
ions to fight the national organiza- 
tions of trade unions such as the 
American Federation of Labor and 
the railroad brotherhoods, which op- 
erate as a unit in all matters of com- 
mon concern to their members. 


The paper work done, all that re- 
mains is to work out details of appli- 
cation, selection of a name for the na- 
tional organization, and decision on a 
date on which to launch it. 


Name Is Puzzle. 


Difficulty is being met in selecting 
a name. Proponents of the scheme, 
who for a time found the term “Amer- 
ican plan” an effective substitute for 
“open shop.” would like American in 
the title. They feel, however, that 
they are forestalled in that Samuel 
Gompers and his associates prée-empt- 
ed the term so far as a national or- 
ganization of labor is concerned, more 
than 50 years ago. The word America, 
however, is likely to appear in the 
title, which may be “Federated (or 
Associated) Shop Councils of Amer- 
ica.” 

Behind the plan are the heads of 
some of the largest mass production 
organizations, which constitute the 
backbone of the company union move- 
ment. American Federation of Labor 
leaders have known of the project for 
some time, but have paid little public 
attention to it. 

The movement comes out in th 
open following the declaration o 
Walter C. Teagle, speaking as a mem- 
ber of one of the many boards set 
up to deal with labor, of.a preference 
for the shop representation or com- 
pany union type of organization. 


Roper Criticized. 


Cognizance of this declaration is 
taken in the current issue of the 
Journal of the United Association of 
Plumbers and Steamfitters. The edi- 
tor, Thomas E. Burke, usually re- 
flects the sentiments of the majority 
group in the American Federation of 
Labor. Mr. Burke, denouncing Mr. 
Teagle’s position, says Secretary of 
Commerce Roper should be censured 
for permitting the Teagle declaration 
to issue as an official document. 

As outlined, the Federation of Com- 
pany Unions would follow fairly 
closely the setup of the American 
Federation of Labor. Individual or- 
ganizations would hold membership in 
local or district bodies and in the na- 
tional organization, which would be 
governed by a small executive board, 
Running parallel to these and co-op- 
erating with them would be organiza- 
tions of employes which also would 
have a small governing The in- 
tention is to have the two executive 
boards set up a joint board or com- 
mittee to speak for industry as &@ 
whole.

DRIVE IS LAUNCHED 
I) SLASH GAS TAX 


A campaign to reduce the state 
gasoline tax and eliminate the federal 
levy was launched here Monday night 
by representatives of the petroleum 
industry. 

A special committee, composed of 
representatives of all of the major 
oil companies operating in the state, 
met at the Fulton county courthouse 
and organized the Motorists’ Tax Re- 
lief Association in which owners of 
motor cars, buses and trucks are ask- 
ed to join. The meeting Monday night 
was sponsored by the Georgia Pe- 
troleum Industries committee, Neil 
W. Printup, secretary of the com- 
mittee, was elected chairman of the 
newly formed association. 

The purposes of the organization 
were set out as follows: 

To strengthen the gasoline tax 
laws so as to prevent evasion; to op- 
pose any increase in the gas tax; to 
adhere to the principle that money 
derived from the gasoline levy go for 
construction and maintenance of 
roads only; to advocate reduction in 
gasoline taxes; to oppose any unrea- 
sonable restrictions on the use of mo- 
tor vehicles and to urge that the fed- 
eral government leave the taxing of 
gasoline to the several states and 
eliminate its present tax at 1 cent a 
gallon. 

Mr. Printup pointed out that mo- 
torists now pay approximately a 50 
per cent tax on the price of gasoline, 
asserting that it was the highest tax 
imposed on any product. 

“We must organize all over the 
state and make motor car, bus and 
truck owners realize the great amount 
of taxes they are paying,” he said, 
“and we must see to it that the men 
elected to the general assembly of 
Georgia are in favor of reducing this 
heavy tax.” 

He said that the petroleum indus- 
try is paying more than a billion dol- 
lars n year in taxes to cities, coun- 
ties, states and the federal . govern- 
ment. 


DR. MARX IS SPEAKER 
AT GEORGIA DAY rETE 


Georgians, sitting down to a Geor- 
gia-produced dinner on the roof-garden 
of the Ansley hotel in observance of 
Georgia Day, Monday night heard Dr. 
David Marx, rabbi of The Temple, 
assert that “childhood is our greatest 
product.” 

Governor Eugene Talmadge, in a 
brief talk on the greatness of Geor- 
gia, referred in passing to the fact 
that the day also marked the anni- 
versary of the birth of Lincoln, “who 
loved the south.” 

Dr. Marx said that the state is some- 
thing more than the produce of the 
soil, that “it is an ideal—an idéa.”’ 
No state. is greater or smaller than 
the minds and hearts of its people, Dr. 
Marx said. 

“It is the intellectual and spiritual 
things that make a state great, and 
Georgia challenges her citizens for the 
emancipation of the spirit and intel- 
ligence,” Dr. Marx said, “The boast 
of Georgia is not in the past, however 
glorious it has been, but the boast 
of Georgia is in the future.” 

136 Other Dinners Held. 

At the same time that the Atlanta 
dinner was given, Georgians in 136 
other counties held similar dinners, 
featuring home-grown products. The 
day was the 201st anniversary of the 
landing of General James Oglethorpe 
at Yamacraw bluff and the founding 
of the first English colony in this 
state, ‘ 

The idea of a Georgia products din- 
ner in celebration of the day was origz- 
inated in 1913 by Charles J. Haden, 
of Atlanta, who was a guest Monday 
night at the dinner given by Atlanta 
Vost No. 1 of the American Legion. 

In conjunction with the dinner, the 
Legion post staged an exhibition of 
Georgia products ranging from Cigars 
and shoes to disinfectants and pillow 
cases. There were threads, peanut 
products, dresses, photographs, foods, 
flowers, textiles,. cosmetics, canned 
goods, mops, candy, furniture, hats, 
dairy products, clothing, seafoods, 
mayonnaise, cheese, paper, toys, sugar, 
pencils, rugs, and mill work.
